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lL. The North Korean government expects a final decision on the P'anmunjom truce 
talks to be made not later than 20 July by Soviet and Chinese Foriegn Office 
officials attending a conference in session at Peiping since late June. 


2. No North Korean military or diplomatic representatives are attending the 
_eonference. The conferees maintain daily liaison with a joint Soviet< 
Chinese military council in Péiping.
